now hold 14 persons. Two other 
persons died of assassins’ bullets. 
More than 70 persons have been 


kidnaped by leftist guerrillas or 
common criminals so far this year 
with ransoms paid estimated at 
more than $7 million. 
The latest two victims were 
Alberto Mazzarella,13, taken by 
armed men on a Cordoba street 
Monday afternoon and Antanas Valin- 
skyt 47, manager of Cordoba electric 
items plant, taken on his way home 
from work Monday. 


The abductions were assumed to 
have been carried out by the 


terrorist groups operating in the 
country which, although pledging 
adherence to the Campora regime, 
have made it clear they will 
continue their campaign against the 
rich in behalf of the poor. 
Former Peronist Congressman 
Alberto Arbesto, 52, was shot to 
death while leaving a movie house in 
Campana, 30 miles from Buenos 
Aires. 
Luis Giovanelli, 
34, 
an 
Argentine-born Ford executive died 
of bullet wounds suffered in an 


aborted kidnap attempt last May 21.

Monday. 
Two 
Argentine 
businessmen 
were 
reported 
kidnaped the same day in Buenos 
Aires—one a bank vice president, 
the other the head of a family 
canned goods firm 
In Buenos Aires, the families of 
Alicia Monzon, 17, and Liliana 
Blanco, 16 told police that both girls 
had disappeared from the Monzon 
home during the night.

were believed to be kidnaped.

proposed $9.22 billion state budget, 
the largest in the nation, has 
officially 
won 
the approval of 
legislative budget negotiators, only 
five days before it must go into 
effect. 
The record spending proposal now 
has to be passed by the Senate and 
Assembly, probably on Thursday, 
before it goes to Gov 
Ronald 
Reagan. 
The proposed budget amounts to 
roughly $460 for every man, woman 
and child in California. It is about 
$1.5 billion higher than the current 
$7.7 billion budget. And it is about 
$80 million less than sought by 
Reagan, who is known for his “ cut, 
squeeze and trim” fiscal philosophy. 
The governor had asked for $9.3 
billion for the next fiscal year which 
begins Sunday. 
The spending proposal contains 
generous salary increases for state 


employes 
and 
$82 
million 
for 
construction of a new legislative 
office building and reconstruction of 
the 104-year-old Capitol, according 
to Sen. Randolph Collier, D-Yreka, 
chairman of the two-house, budget 
conference committee. 


He said another $36.9 million is 
provided for acquisition of pafk 
lands. 
Collier said five members of his 
six-man committee Monday signed 
its report approving the budget.

Bakersfield, declined to approve the 
budget. He objected to including 
$215 million in federal revenue 
sharing funds in the measure. 


He complained this would allow 
the money to be used for Reagan’s 
tax rebate plan, which he declared 
would be an “ improper use of that 
money.” 
Nixon may have known about break-in 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - John W. 
Dean III testified today that he 
believed President Nixon probably 
knew about the planning of the 
Watergate break-in and definitely 
participated in the plot to cover up 
administration involvement in it. 
Dean, the first witness to publicly 
charge 
Nixon 
with 
criminal 
activities in the scandal, asserted 
repeatedly that he was not accusing 
the President in order to diminish 
the chances he himself will be hurt 
by the Watergate affair. 
Ousted in April as White House 
counsel, Dean answered “ that is 
correct” 
to 
a 
long 
series 
of 
questions by the Senate Watergate 
committee 
about 
top-level 
complicity in the scandal. 


He testified that he believed then- 
White House Chief of Staff H R. 
Haldeman probably reported to 
Nixon about plans developed early 
in 1972 for political espionage, 
including the bugging of Democratic 
offices which occurred June 17,1972. 
And Dean testified there was no 
doubt in his mind that Nixon knew 
what he was talking about on Sept. 
15, 
three 
months 
after 
the 
Watergate 
arrests, 
when 
he 
conplimented Dean for his handling 
of the case. 
Dean said Monday in his first 
public appearance before the Senate 
Watergate Committee that he told 
Nixon at that meeting that he had 
been able to keep the scandal “ out of 
the White House.” 
County operation

County operation of the Lompoc 
city jail would cost in excess of 
$98,000 a year at present figures, in 
comparison with the $18,000 subsidy 
the county now provides Lompoc in 
return for Sheriff’s Department 
services. 
Faced with these figures Monday, 
the Board of Supervisors had little 
alternative but to continue its 
present contract with the city for 
the 1973-74 fiscal year allowing the 
$1,500 monthly subsidy payment. 
Mayor E.C. Stevens, of Lompoc, 
appeared before the board Monday 
to urge renewal of the contract at 
the same rate of county subsidy, 
starting July 1. 
Sheriff John W. Carpenter, asked 
what it would cost the county by 
having the Sheriff’s Department 
take over the Lompoc operation, 
said he 
foresees need 
of 
six 
personnel for the jail for booking of 
prisoners and jail functions with 
salaries 
and 
benefits 
alone 
estimated at $98,843 for the coming 
fiscal year. 
Alterations to the 
structure would cost more, he said.

Lompoc Police Chief Jim Smith 
told the board that dual services 
employes, including four jailers and 
a police officer working one day a 
week, get the job done at $65,000 to

This would result in all prisoners 
in Lompoc area being transported to 
the Santa Maria facility more than 
20 miles distant, he showed, with 
transportation time cutting into 
patrol work in the area. Confining 
Lompoc area prisoners at the Santa 
Maria area jail would cause added 
problems as they would be returned 
to 
Lompoc 
for 
Justice 
Court 
arraignment, then returned to Santa 
Maria area. 
Costs would run high, but there 
was a “ human factor” as well, 
Stevens 
showed 
He 
explained 
incarceration at the new facility 
would 
complicate 
release 
of 
prisoners from Lompoc area on 
their 
own 
recognizance, 
and 
visitation of them by their families, 
friends and legal counsel. 
Constant transportation back and 
forth 
of 
arrestees 
also 
could 
adversely 
affect 
the 
newly 
programed county detoxification 
project to be launched soon in the 
Lompoc area, he added. 
Stevens reminded the supervisors 
that the major portion of tax funds 
to operate the Sheriff 's Department 
comes from city property owners 
“ We should not allow the closure 
of the Lompoc jail until we have 
thoroughly studied the program,” 
he said, offering alternatives for 
study. One included sheriff’s full 
operation of the city jail, or possible 
acquisition 
of 
the 
city 
police 
headquarters 
building 
by 
the 
Sheriff’s Department, to operate as 
sheriff's substation and jail facility. 
Others included initiation of a 
study, perhaps financed by the 
California Commission on Criminal 
Justice, to determine best manner 
in which to serve the people of 
l<ompoc Valley, and continuation of 
the present agreement. 


“ Mr. Dean,” Sen. Herman E. 
Talmadge, D-Ga., said as the first 
senator to question Dean, “ you 
realize, of course, that you’ve made 
very strong charges against the 
President of the United States 
involving him in criminal offenses, 
do you not? 
“ What makes you think that your 
credibility is greater than that of the 
President who denied what you have 
said?” 
“ Well, senator,” Dean replied, 
“ You’re 
asking 
me 
a 
public 
relations question, really, in a sense 
... I ’m telling you what I know. I ’m 
telling it just as I know it.” 
Under questioning by Talmadge, 
Dean acknowledged that he had 
taken the Fifth Amendment in 


refusing to testify before a federal 
grand jury, and 
that he was 
testifying 
before 
the 
Senate 
committee only because he was 
granted immunity from prosecution 
for what he says. 


Dean 
testified 
of 
numerous 
meetings with Nixon —beginning in 
September, 1972, and ending this 
past April when the President fired 
him —but taking place mainly in 
March. He said that he realized time 
and again during these meetings, in 
which he generally was alone with 
the President, that he was failing to 
get his message through to Nixon 
that an open accounting ought to be 
made. 
Of a meeting in March, Dean 
testified: 


“ 1 just kept shaking my head. The 
President kept saying, ‘do you 
agree with that?’ I said no. And then 
I said there was reason to believe 
that Ehrlichman, Haldeman and 
Dean were indictable.” 


Haldeman and Nixon’s other top 
adviser, 
John 
D. 
Ehrlichman, 
resigned April 30, the day Dean was 
fired. 
“ I felt I had not gotten the 
message I was attempting to convey 
through to the President,” Dean 
testified.

word to the President is plain 
Congress wants the bombing in 
Cambodia stopped 
Whether the President will follow 
congressional wishes, however, is 
still open to question 
The House Monday by voice vote 
joined the Senate in demanding that 
the bombing be stopped 
The White House said President 
Nixon “ regrets the results” of the 
House vote Monday and will decide 
whether to veto the legislation. 


The fund cutoff cleared the House 
following a 204 to 204 tie that 
defeated a move to permit the 
bombing to continue two more 
months. 
The measure, part of a $3 3 billion 
supplemental 
appropriation 
bill, 
passed the Senate 63 to 19 on May 19. 
Following the House vote, the 
supplemental bill went back to the 
Senate for what was expected to be 
routine final approval before being 
sent to the White House 
The 
President has 10 days to act on the 


bill after it lands on his desk. 
The 10-day period granted by the 
Constitution will probably expire 
when Congress is in a week’s recess 
for the Independence Day holiday. 
Whether Nixon can use that week 
long congressional vacation to pock 
et veto the bill is a constitutional 
question that has not been resolved 
by the courts. If he does, it would 
deprive Congress of the opportunity 
to override his veto 
The White House said Nixon would 
decide 
whether 
to 
veto 
the 


legislation after consulting with the

Food costs 
rise in May

The annual cost of a typical 
family food market basket 
rose .9 per cent to a record 
$1,493 
in 
May 
largely 
because of another increase 
in middlemen’s charges, an 
Agriculture 
Department 
report showed today. 


The hike in prices paid by 
consumers compared with 
an advance of 1.6 per cent in 
April and was the smallest 
since the current burst of 
food inflation began five 
months ago. 


Fo r 
the 
second 
consecutive 
month, 
the 
boost in consumer food bills 
was due more to higher 


middlemen’s charges which 
rose 1.2 per cent in May 
than to higher farm returns 
which rose only .4 per cent. 


Until April, most of the food 
inflation which began last 
December 
had 
been 
attributed to skyrocketing 
farm prices. 
The market basket report 
showed retail beef prices in 
May held steady at a record 
average of $1.36 a pound for 
choice grade cuts

30 hurt in Madrid blast 


MADRID (UPI) — Explosions caused by a huge gas main 
leak ripped through a fashionable section of downtown 
Madrid Monday night, hurtling manhole covers hundreds of 
feet into the air and blanketing several blocks in clouds of 
dust. 
Police said at least eight blasts centered around Repúb­ 
lica Argentina Square shook the area and injured at least 30 
persons, two of them critically. La Paz Hospital reported 
accepting about 200 persons, most of them patients 
evacuated from a clinic near the explosion site. 
Hundreds of fire fighters, police and Red Cross helpers 
rushed to the area after authorities issued a maximum- 
emergency alert. Electricity and telephone service for 
thousands of persons living in the area was reported cut off.

More medical tests 
set for astronauts 


HOUSTON (UPI) — The chief physician examining the 
Skylab 1 astronauts says the space trio is readjusting to 
Earth’s gravity but scheduled another battery of medical 
tests today to determine the effects of their 28 days in a 
weightless condition. 


Charles “ Pete” Conrad, Joseph P. Kerwin and Paul J. 
Weitz, down to the grind of post-flight work, also told 
engineers about the mission, highlighting the problems in 
the giant space station and their solutions. 


Dr. W. Koyce Hawkins, the astronauts’ chief physician, 
said the pilots are showing continuous improvement in 
readjusting to Earth after prolonged weightlessness. 


Conrad and Weitz were doing fine only a few hours after 
splashdown Friday, but Kerwin had prob'^s with 
dizziness, lightheadedness and nausea for a .umber of 
hours. Kerwin, the first U.S. space doctor, su«d on his 
return to Houston he was fit and “ space is kind to people.” 


Hawkins said the medical tests, including riding a 
stationary bicycle and lying in an iron lung-like device to 
test the muscular and cardiovascular systems, would 
continue until the astronauts returned to the same work 
level as before the 28-day mission.

Commission was 3-2. Second 
District Supervisor Charles

Insignis, headed by Santa 
Barbara architect Charles 
Schmandt. 


Catterlin had been bed­ 
ridden with a back ailment 
during the last hearing by 
the board, and was required 
to read the transcipt before 
casting his vote Monday.

Schmitz comeback 


John G. Schmitz, in town the other day, announced plans 
for a political comeback. He disclosed he will seek the 
office of Secretary of State. 
Schmitz was the Republican Congressman whose views 
on government caused him to be a caustic critic of 
President Nixon. Representing Orange County he was 
Nixon’s congressman. His outspoken opposition to Nixon’s 
policies contributed largely to his defeat in last year’s 
primary election. 
Having suffered that loss he then sought election as 
President on the American Independent Party ticket. There 
was some concern that his candidacy on the California 
ballot might divert enough Republicans to hand the 
electoral votes of the state to McGovern. As it turned out 
McGovern couldn’t have won with FDR as a running mate. 
And no one contends Schmitz’s candidacy caused Nixon to 
lose Massachusetts and Washington D.C. 
Even so, Schmitz didn’t do too badly. After all, few 
people in this country’s history have come as close to the 
presidency as to place third in the race. 
* Schmitz was a Marine Corps flier in the Korean War. He 
is an educator and taught history and political science at 
Santa Ana College. 
In 1964 he became the first member of the John Birch 
Society to win election to the State Senate. He was re­ 
elected to that office in 1966 and to Congress in 1970. 
While his Birch Society affiliation was viewed with some 
misgivings by his new Sentate colleagues, Schmitz’s 
personal charm and obvious integrity soon won him their 
respect and support. 
He demonstrated that it was more the actions of 
individuals than the principles of the Birch Society which 
had resulted in public reaction against the organization. 
The zealousness and inflammatory attacks on those who 
differed with them was not the Society speaking but 
members acting independently. 
Senator Schmitz proved to be a hardworking, intelligent 
legislator with an ability to work well with others. He was 
tolerant of other views and willing to accept compromises 
which did not violate his principles. He was also fearless 
and would battle alone, if necessary, for the things in which 
he believed. Yet, he was a team player and proved it by 
sticking with Senator Hugh Burns in the leadership fight in 
the Senate. 
These traits caused him to fall into the ill graces of 
Reagan’s staff. He was not, in their book, a loyal follower, 
In fact, during his Senate career, he voted against the 
Governor’s budget each year. This despite Reagan’s efforts 
to “cut, trim and squeeze.” Schmitz contended he hadn’t 
cut enough. 


ietnam. Still a Marine Corps reserve, Scmitz opposed the 
continuation of Vietnam. 
His defeat as a Congressman and his unsuccessful third 
party bid put Schmitz back to teaching his college classes. 
But Schmitz, who is only 43, hasn’t lost his taste for public 
office. 
His goal for the office of Secretary of State is probably 
due more to opportunity than anything else The present 
incumbent, Edmund G. Brown Jr., is abandoning the job to 
seek the governorship once held by his father. No 
Republican of any stature has so far indicated a desire for 
the job. This gives Schmitz the perfect chance to establish 
himself as “the candidate.” Voters looking for an honest 
man for the job need look no farther.

Court decision 
won't end 
schools 


WASHINGTON (U PI) — A Supreme Court decision that 
it is unconstitutional for states to reimburse parents who 
send their children to private schools won’t bring an end to 
parochial schools, according to an arm of the Roman 
Catholic church. 
The court ruled, 6-3, against tuition subsidies. Chief 
Justice Warren E. Burger and Justices Byron R. White and 
William H. Rehnquist dissented. An 8 to 1 vote struck down 
payments for non-teaching costs with White the lone 
dissenter. 
The United Catholic Conference, administrative arm of 
the church, said the decision was “ no cause for despair.” 
“In no case should this unacceptable ruling be seen as 
marking the end of Catholic schools in the United States,” 
the conference said. 
The court adjourned Monday until October after striking 
down laws in New York and Pennsylvania applying to tui­ 
tion reimbursements. Without comment, the court upheld 
lower court findings that similar tuition laws in New Jersey 
and Ohio were unconstitutional. 
Justice Lewis F. Powell Jr. referred to allowable forms 
of aid when he wrote that sectarian schools perform secu­ 
lar, educative functions as well as religious functions and 
that some forms of aid may be channeled to the secular 
without providing direct aid to the sectarian. 
“But the channel is a narrow one.” he concluded. 
In other decisions Monday the court: 
—Struck down unanimously a Mississippi state program 
of providing free textbooks to private academies created .to 
avoid integration orders. 
—Upheld 6-3 the constitutionality of the 1939 Hatch Act 
which prohibits federal 
workers 
from 
participating 
actively in politics. 


False wall caused 
many deaths in fire 


NEW ORLEANS (UPI)- 
Coroner Carl Rabin said 
today a false wall that hid 
windows from view in a 
French 
Quarter 
bar 
“certainly” was responsible 
for many of the 29 deaths in 
a flash fire that scorched 
the small lounge. 
The bar—“The Up Stairs 
Lounge”—had burglar bars 
on at least one window and 
its fire escape did not reach 
the ground, according to 
state records. But assistant 
Louisiana fire marshal Tim 
Driscoll, who examined the 
fire-gutted lounge Monday, 
said it was in compliance 
with state fire codes. 
Bodies of the 29 persons 
killed in the blaze Sunday 
night were found on the 
opposite side of the room 
from the windows that may 
have had bars. The bodies 
were found on the side 
where a false plywood wall 
hid windows that could have 
been used as an escape if 
they 
had 
been 
spotted 
sooner. 
The 21 persons who did 
escape kicked through the 
plywood and went through 
the windows. 
Fifteen of 
them were injured in the 
plunge to the ground and the 


others stood on ledges or 
fire escapes until they were 
rescued by firemen. 
Rabin said the false wall 
“certainly 
contributed 
to 
the death toll because the 
victims couldn’t reach the 
windows.”

“hamburger” 
can cover a lot of deception 
For example, too much fat 
in the meat is the common 
and major complaint 
The 
legal federal maximum for 
fat is 30 per cent 
Many 
butchers are selling ham­ 
burger with far more fat 
Why? Because they make a 
lot of extra profit that way 
Fat is far cheaper than red 
meat. 
My advice to pur­ 
chasers is to inquire, when 
buying, what the fat content 
is. If the butcher cannot sup­ 
ply that information, or satis­ 
fy your curiosity about what 
goes into your ground meat, 
try another shop. 
There are no uniform stan­ 
dards for hamburger, other­ 
wise known as chopped beef 
But many leading meat deal­ 
ers are trying to make their 
products reasonably consis­ 
tent in fat content 
In gen­ 
eral they have not yet been 
too successful 
Here is a quick breakdown 
of what to expect in types of 
chopped meat:

Business as usual at Wimbledon 


WIMBLEDON, England (U PI) 
Billie-Jean King opened the defense 
of her Wimbledon singles title today 
with a crushing 6-0, 6-2 defeat of 
Italy’s Lucia Bassi in a match which 
was an embarrassment to the center 
court. 
Mrs. King, the Californian who 
now plays out of Hilton Head, N.C., 
opened the second day of the 
$147,800 All-England championships 
in devastating style. 


She won the first set in just 12 
minutes with the loss of only six 
points and took only twice as long to 
mop up the second set, allowing the 
slow-footed Miss Bassi, ranked no. 1 
in Italy, to hold her service twice as 
a consolation. 
Miss 
Bassi 
proved 
such 
a 


disappointing opponent that it was 
impossible to assess Mrs. King’s 
form in her quest for her sixth 
Wimbledon crown. 
Third-seeded Evonne Goolagong 
of Australia, women’s champion in 
1971, had almost as easy time on 
neighboring Court One in disposing 
of Betty Stove, ranked No. 1 in the 
Netherlands, 6-3,6-3. 
Miss Stove displayed a nice touch 
in placements, but she was never in 
the match against the youthful 
Australian. 


Miss Goolagong, slimmer than 
last year, won with straight forward 
power tennis. There were few long 
rallies in an unexciting match. 


Seventy-three 
of 
the 
greatest 


names in men’s tennis boycotted the 
tournament this year, and yet the 
first-day crowd was just as big as 
though all of them were on the 
courts instead of a bumper crop of 
unknowns. 


“ There are about 80 players out 
there I don’t even know,” said one 
veteran umpire, “ and I get around.” 
The world’s top women, who have 
not pulled out, take the courts today, 
but Monday it was all men—men 
with names like Amritraj, Caujolle, 
and Pugaev. 


Nevertheless 
the opening day 
program drew nearly 23,000 to the 
sunny, strawberries-and-cream 89th 
a ll- E n g la n d 
law n 
tennis 
championships—just as many as 


passed through the turnstiles when 
Stan Smith, Ken Rosewall, Arthur 
Ashe, Hod Laver and company were 
competing for gold and glory, in that 
order. 
Not all of it was vintage tennis. 
There were no upsets. Only a 
handful 
of 
matches 
produced 
memorable play. But you couldn’t 
prove it by the crowds overflowing 
the 
stands, 
sipping 
tea 
and 
promenading in the annual fashion 
show which makes Wimbledon as 
much a social occasion as a sporting 
one.

Sexism and Little League 


Unsafe for girls? No, say doctors 


(First of two parts.)

NEW YORK - (NEA) - It 
all began innocently enough 
this spring. A 12-year-old 
Eoungster in Ypsilanti. Mich , 
eard about the Little League 
tryout in town. The youngster 
liked baseball and fancied that 
anyone could use a center 
fielder 
who could cover 
ground and so. with glove 
and dream at the ready, 
showed up for the tryout. 
And made the team! 
And then was told that she 
might not be able to play be­ 
cause girls are supposed to be 
physically inferior to boys. 
And yet, says Dr. Adele 
Hoffman, head of the Adoles­ 
cents Medical Unit in the 
Department of Pediatrics of 
New York University, “ girls 
at the Little League age may 
even have a physical advan­ 
tage over the boys of that 
age ” 
“ From the ages of 10 to 14 
we know that girls generally 
mature aboyt two years faster 
than boys. So it would seem 
that girls have in fact a physi­ 
cal advantage at the Little 
League age 
Their growth 
spurt and their muscle masses 
increase at a greater rate 
“ I think girls ought to be 
able to compete reasonably 
well Hut 1 see it as a highly 
individual matter .” 
In fact. Carolyn King, the 
12-year old Ypsilanti center 
fielder, is the largest player 
on her team 
When the International Con 
gross of Little League, with 
headquarters in Williamsport, 
Pa., got wind of Carolyn s 
triumph, they tried to farm 
her out to the Hop Scotch 
League, or wherever it is that 
girls get their exercise Wil 
liamsport threatened to re 
voke Ypsilanti s charter it the 
young blonde darkened the 
diamond 


“ I didn’t want to tell a little 
girl to go away,” said William 
Anhut, a local attorney and 
president of the Ypsilanti Lit­ 
tle League. 
Little League games are 
played in public parks in Ypsi- 
lanti. And the City Council 
said there would be no dis­ 
crimination by sex 
However, section I of the 
Little League rulebook states: 
“Girls are not eligible ” The 
rule is as old as the Little 
League, which began in 1939 
Anhut said that the Ypsilan­ 
ti league is drawing up a suit 
against Williamsport 
and 
plans to file it soon in Federal 
District Court in Detroit 
Anhut thinks he has a 
strong case. 
The Little League is proud 
that it possesses a federal 
charter, which means that it 
is sanctioned by an Act of 
Congress This puts it in the 
same league as the American 
Red Cross, the Hoy Scouts of 
America and a handful more 
“ No other sport is so hon­ 
ored by the federal govern 
ment,* 
boasts the Little 
League handbook 


Anhut retorts, “ If Congress 
knew they were discriminat­ 
ing against girls, they would 
revoke the charter 
Williamsport s case is this 
baseball is unsafe for girls, 
especially when played with 
txiys 
The reason that baseball 
on an integrated basis 
is 
dangerous comes from Dr 
Creighton Hale, a paid Vice 
president and medical consult­ 
ant ot the Little League in 
Williamsport 
Based on bis research, 
which Hale admits is very 
limited, 
girls have slower 
reflexes than boys 
Apparently though Carolyn 
King s reflexes were at least 
as good as some of the boys 
she competed against 


He also said that “ mis­ 
matches” can open up neglig­ 
ence suits in court. “ There 
was one case where a big girl 
fell on a little girl,” he said. 
He did admit that a “ mis­ 
match” litigation might be as 
likely if a big boy fell on a lit­ 
tle boy. 
Hale expressed concern that 
girls might be damaged for 
life, if, for example, a base­ 
ball hit them hard in the 
chest. 
“ I’m not impressed by that 
argument for keeping girls out 
of Little League,” said Dr. 
Hoffman “ Getting hit hard in 
the chest could hurt boys as 
much as girls And you know, 
some boys during early puber­ 
ty have gynecomastia, a nor­ 
mal physiological enlargement 
of breast tissue, making a 
boy’s chest very much like a 
girl’s of that age “ 
“ Every human being has 
vulnerable parts of the anato­ 
my. Don’t all males?" 
Dr Hoffman believes that 
with proper protective equip 
ment. such as helmets and 
vests (Little League has been 
experimenting with the latter 
for boys I, risk of baseball in­ 
jury is cut down 


Moreover, Dr Hoffman is 
concerned about epiphyses or 
“ I ittle League shoulder, 
which stunts the growth ol 
young bones because of the 
repetition of snapping oil 
throws like curve halls and 
screwballs 


Finally, Little League says 
that girls are not suited tor 
contact sports, such as base 
ball One argument is whether 
baseball is a contact s|>ort at 
all (The Michigan state legis 
lature is considering it now i 


And 
according 
to 
Dr 
Charles Cunningham format 
Syracuse University football 
ilayer. no! only young girls 
nit boys between the ages ol 


10 and 12 are not ready for 
contact sports. 
“ Pre-teen boys,” he said, 
“ are anatomically unsuited 
for contact sports because the 
growing center at the end of 


their long bones is not yet sol­ 
id.”

No doubt they find plenty of good 
eating, and are not interested in a beat up anchovy! 
The bottom fishing is still holding up, with boats loading 
up as far as Point Sal and Purisma. This area is pretty 
much for big boats as few of the smaller boats are really 
equipped for the long run But to boats like the “ Islander” , 
“Diabolo,” and “ Marauder,” which are comfortably set 
up, it is well worth the effort. 
Even pier fishing pays off at times as 12-year old Randy 
Moore of Grover City hooked and landed an 8V2 pound 
salmon whilst jigging for smelt on Pismo Pier last week. 
Reports from the Ventura-Hueneme area are that calico 
bass are holding center stage, with black bass, and halibut 
fishing good around Santa Rosa Island. Fishing in this area 
is at its peak, but not too many barricuda have shown up. 
Fishing out of San Simeon is still excellent, with some 
really large ling cod being caught. 
Several years ago a limit of five fish was placed on 
halibut, much to the disgust of many boat operators. But it 
would appear that this has paid off, and halibut are again 
predominant in the sacks. And most of them /ery sizeable 
fish, in the 20 pound class.

It is up to all sportsmen to help in following the 
Fish and Game regulations rather than trying to avoid 
them. 
Tom Randolph, Marina Manager at Lake Nacimiento, 
reports that his new Astro Glass boats are a great success, 
and that reservations are a must. White bass are giving 
great sport in the Bee Rock area, and in the vicinity of the 
dam. Black bass hitting, no lunkers so far. Rooster Tails, 
Shysters, and plastic worms are the most popular and 
killing lures. 
Catfishing good most any part of the lake, best luck in the 
evenings or early mornings. 
We understand that representations to the DFG to raise 
the limit on white bass are being made. Present limit is five 
fish, same as black bass.

Can Phase IV do it? 


As far back as a century before Christ, 
the Chinese Emperor Wu Ti attempted to 
control prices by government decree. 
History 
is 
replete with other 
such 
examples, most of them distinguished by 
markedly little success. 
In announcing ‘‘Phase 3 and one half,” a 
partial return to the controls of Phase 1 of 
August-November, 1971, President Nixon 
reflected this lesson of history. 
“We must never,” he said, “slip into the 
temptation of imagining that in the long 
run controls can substitute for a free 
economy or permit us to escape the need 
for discipline in fiscal and monetary 
policy. We must not let controls become a 
narcotic — and we must not become 
addicted.” 
Whether or not controls (on everything 
except raw agricultural products, wages 
and rents) are a narcotic, they seem to be 
the kind of medicine a feverish economy 
needs at this juncture. 
The question is whether that medicine is 
strong enough and timely enough and, 
even so, whether it will do more than treat 
the more visible symptoms of whatever it 
is that ails the economy, symptoms that 
could only flare up again once controls are 
removed. 
It is not controls that we are in danger of 
becoming addicted to but inflation — an

inflation that has distorted the economy 
for the greater part of the past decade and 
which we have almost come to accept as 
an inevitable fact of life. 
Added to the problem of “normal” 
inflation in recent months has been the 
attack on the dollar in the world’s money 
markets, an adverse balance of payments 
and, as the President noted, crop failures 
abroad and some of the worst weather for 
crops 
and 
livestock 
we 
have 
ever 
experienced in America. 
Thus the attack on an inflationary 
situation of such complexity must be 
conducted on a broad front, with the 
agonizing knowledge 
that 
not 
every 
variable — the weather, for instance — is 
fully amenable to human manipulation. 
But while a mandatory price lid may be 
the least effective weapon in this fight in 
the long run, it appears to be the best one 
immediately at hand. 
It remains to be seen whether the 
upcoming Phase IV, unlike the disastrous 
Phase 
III 
that 
relied 
on 
voluntary 
compliance 
and 
undid 
everything 
accomplished by its two preceding phases, 
will contain remedies which will, as the 
President hopes, get us as quickly as 
possible out of a controlled economy and 
back to a stabilized free-market system. 


Education returns! 


Recently released statistics on 
campus crime during 1972 bear out 
the more optimistic views which 
were expressed during strife-torn 
days on University of California 
campuses.

Beall’s view is supported by the 
University 
of 
California 
1972 
Summary Crime Report, as spelled 
out by the UC News, a weekly 
newspaper 
published 
by 
the 
University of California. 
Population on the nine campuses 
increased by about 10 per cent since 
1969, but the incidence of reported 
crime has increased by only two per 
cent. 
A majority of the 1,740 persons 
arrested on campus during 1972 
were adult, male and non-student. 
Those figures ranged from a low of 
56 per cent of such persons at Santa 
Cruz to 69 per cent at San Francisco 
and 100 per cent on the Riverside 
campus. 
Compilers of the report conclude 
that the victim of campus crime is 
more often than not a student rather 
than a non-student; less than 10 per 
cent of those arrested on the nine 
campuses were students; and no 
major disruptions have occurred in 
more than two years 


What are the reasons for the 
changes7 
In the view of some 
observers 
campus 
police 
have 
become more qualified; community 
relations have been placed on a 
higher 
priority; 
foot 
and 
hike 
patrols have become commonplace. 
Newly 
developed 
bus 
services have reduced the need to 


hitchhike; and self-defense courses 
for 
women 
have 
reduced 
the 
incidence of rape in the view of the 
authorities. 


It is also interesting to note that 


“Arrests for dangerous drug and 
narcotic offenses declined on seven 
of the nine UC campuses in 1972, 
while increasing only at the Irvine 
campus." 


It is uncertain if all these specifics 
or generalities can apply to the Isla 
Vista community hosting the UC 
campus at Santa Barbara, but much 
of it probably can be related. 
This 
reporter 
recalls 
that 
residents of Isla Vista asked for 
stepped up law enforcement patrols 
because of the incidence of burglary 
and other crimes. This despite a 
roar of disagreement from the small 
minority of the extreme radicals. In 
the end, foot and bicycle patrols 
proved to put the damper on much of 
the lawlessness. 


Hopefully these trends have also 
occurred at other campuses. It is 


easy to lose sight of the overall 
improvements in moments when 
our attention is galvinized by some 
particularly heinous situation.

Lieutenant Governor's role 


Expressing the view that the job of 
Lieutenant 
Governor 
“is 
almot 
meaningless so far as its effects on 
the 
course 
of 
the 
State 
is 
concerned", the present holder of 
the office, Ed Reinecke, has called 
for a review of the constitutional 
functions of the job. 
Reinecke is presently working 
hard on the campaign he plans to 
make for Governor next year. He 
has stated unequivocally he will not 
seek 
re-election 
as 
Lieutenant 
Governor, a job he has held since 
January 1969. 
His duties as prescribed by the 
Constitution 
are 
lim ited. 
His 
primary function is made nebulous 
by Article V, Section 9 which merely 
states. "He is President of the 
Senate hut has only a casting vote." 
Precisely what the "President" is 
to do is left to the imagination and, 
as a practical matter, the decision 
of the Senate itself. 
Senate Rules provide he shall call 
the 
Senate 
to order and 
may 
authorize the Sergeant at Arms to 
compel attendance of the members. 
He also is mandated to maintain 
decorum. 
In 
his 
absence 
the 
President Pro Tern, who is elected 
from the ranks of the membership, 
performs his duties. 
He has no vote in the Senate 
unless there is a tie with all 
members having voted. Such an 
event rarely happens. When it does 
it is usually contrived to embarrass 
the Lieutenant Governor by forcing 
his vote on a highly controversial 
issue. 
Because his function in the Senate 
is so devoid of meaning Reinecke is 
seldom on the scene. In this he is no 
different 
from 
those who have 
preceded him in office. They viewed 
the job as largely ceremonial and 
spent their time cutting ribbons and 
making speeches. 
Reinecke 
however 
has 
been 
actively involved in the executive 
branch 
of 
governm ent. 
For 
Governor Reagan has assigned to 
him 
resp on sib ility 
for 
the 
administration of various programs. 
He has named him chairman of such 
things as the Environmental Policy 
Committee and other committees 
and 
councils 
dealing 
with 
u n e m p l o y m e n t , 
m i n o r i t y 
employment, world trade, narcotics 
e n f o r c e m e n t 
and 
intergovernmental relations. 
Without 
those assignments he 
would be left to his constitutional 
executive 
duties 
of 
acting 
as 
Governor in the absence of Reagan. 
In practice a governor rarely leaves 
the state without having first spelled 
out exactly what he wants done 
while he is away. 
Other constitutional and statutory 
provisions 
make 
the 
Lieutenant 
Governor an ex-officio member of 
the 
Regents, 
the 
State College 
Trustees 
and 
the 
State 
Lands 
Commission. 
Aside from the fact his role in the 
Senate is non-consequential most 
Senators 
feel 
it 
violates 
the 
principle of separation of powers 
between 
the 
e xe cuti ve 
and 
legislative 
branches 
For 
this 
reason Senator Donald Grunsky last 
year proposed the repeal of the 
duties of presiding over the Senate 
But Grunsky went too far and 
included 
a 
proposal 
that 
the 
LG would run as a teammate of the 
Governor in future elections 
His 
measure was rejected 
Senator 
Mervyn 
Dyrnally, 
Elections 
Committee 
chairman, 
says he favors the change to remove 
the LG from the Senate. Dyrnally 
plans to run for the job next year 
Others, including Senate President 


Pro Tem James Mills and Senate 
dean 
Randolph 
Collier 
have 
indicated 
full 
support 
for 
the 
change. 


Reinecke thinks the change should 
include some “specific executive 
branch responsibilities" and has 
asked that a “thorough study be 


made on how best to utilize" the 
position. 
He agrees the job should have a 
g r e a t e r 
re sp ons ibl i ty 
than 
attributed to it by former Vice 
President Thomas R. Marshall who 
said his duties were "to preside over 
the Senate and inquire each morning 
as to the health of the President . "

Towards a new code 


In the general enthusiasm to 
derogate Mr. Nixon and all his 
works and all his family, we are 
seeing more frequent references to 
his two brothers who are the alleged 
beneficiaries 
of 
Mr. 
Nixon’s 
prominence, in the case of one of 
them dating back to the early 1950s. 
We have been enjoined to abjure tu- 
quoqueism. So’s-your-old-man is, it 
is true, both too easy as argument, 
and too unsatisfying as morality. 
However, if we are in the process of 
evolving a fresh code for American 
presidents, or for American public 
officials, it is worthwhile reflecting 
on what the old code was; or, put 
differently, how lackadaisically it 
was observed. 
It 
is 
in 
this 
con nection 
that 
M i s s 
R o s a l i e 
Gordon, who did the 
research 
for 
a 
spirited polemic by 
John 
P . 
Flynn 
published two dozen 
y e a r s 
a g o , 
rem inisces 
about 
the family of the 
p r e s i d e n t 
who 
above all men in 
this 
century with the exception of the 
brief sunburst from Massachusetts, 
bedazzled America’s lords spiritual 
and intellectual. 
F.D.R. was, for instance, a stamp 
collector, 
and 
he 
asked 
his 
Postmaster General to give him 
imperforate first sheets of new 
stamp issues for himself and a few 
friends. One such sheet turned up in 
Virginia and the owner asked $20,000 
for it. In panic, the Post Office ran 
off a large number of imperforate 
sheets to dilute the singularity of the 
first set. But F.D.R. caused the 
Bureau of Printing and Engraving to 
deliver to him alone a number of 
original die proofs. After his death, 
these die proofs sold for $59,000, 
which went into F.D.R.’s estate 
While F.D.R. was governor, his 
son James got a job at $15,000 per 
year. He said later, "1 wasn’t being 
kidded I knew perfectly well they 
were paying me for my name. 
I . needed the money." When the 
family entered the White House, 
James became a partner in the 
insurance firm of Roosevelt and 
Sargent, which solicited and wrote 
insurance for some of the biggest 
corporations in America that had 
business with the government. By 
1939,' James was making $100,000 per 
year, $25,000 more than his old man 
was making as President. 
Elliott 
Roosevelt’s experiences 
were similar, as was his income. 
Eleanor was something else She 
went on radio, for fees, to sponsor 
toilet preparations. She got $1,000 
per week from a group of Latin 
American coffee producers to talk 
up 
c o f f e e . 
When 
c a n d y 
manufacturers 
during 
the 
war 
became 
concerned 
that 
their 


product might be classed as "non- 
essential," they got Mrs. F.D.R. to 
make three appearances on their 
radio program at $1,500 for the first 
two and $2,500 for the third. 
But personal greed aside, what 
about 
the 
sanctity 
of 
the 
democratic process? Harry Hopkins 
had more money even than CREP at 
his disposal: 
over three billion 
dollars in WPA money. Anxious to 
purge 
those 
who 
had 
opposed 
F.D.R. ’s court packing plan, he used 
this money quite forthrightly, for 
instance in favor of Alben Barkley 
over Happy Chandler >n Kentucky. 
Republicans on the rolls were told 
simply to change their registration. 
The conscription of the regulatory 
agencies in the uses of Presidential 
power was routine. A Congressional 
com m ittee 
investigating 
the 
corruption of the FCC by the Office 
of 
War 
Information 
concluded: 
“OWI had the men and the material. 
It had the proper dye to color the 
news. It also had the desire to select 
and censor the news. What it lacked 
was the power, or perhaps more 
accurately stated, even the color of 
power, to carry their designs into 
effect. Hence the need to enlist the 
F e d e r a l 
C o m m u n i c a t i o n s 
Commission in its purpose. 
“ 
the FCC (had) the power to 
license and hence the power to 
compel obedience to its directions 
The 
record 
now 
shows 
their 
unlawful use of this power.” The 
FCC’s subsidiary "division was not 
formed to instruct or supervise, or 
to correct. It was formed with the 
avowed 
purpose 
of 
unlawfully 
liquidating all of the radio personnel 
in the foreign language field that did 
not meet with its favor. A real 
Gestapo was created and a lawless 
enterprise was launched.” 
And so on. 
The sooner that kind of thing 
ceases the better, and if it is going to 
stop with the Nixon Administration, 
why that will he one of its singular 
achievements
